Farm Topics 
SHOULD YOU ADD LIME? 

Do you add lime to-your fields be- 
cause. you think you should or do you, 
add Hime’ because you. know. you 
should? Is. your. money well spent 
buying lime or are you throwing it 
away? Would good fertilizer be a 
better. buy? 

To answer the above questions, 
361 samples of soil from farms in 
Charlevoix County were tested last 
week for lime requirements. Only 
55. of the 361. samples; or about 15 
per cent, needed lime. Of these 65 
samples that needed lime, 32 samples 
needed: only one ton per acre, 16 
samples needed two tons per acre 
and seven samples needed three tons 
of lime per. acre.: 

“Lime. should-not: be added to. ‘the 
palatice ofthe. samples. In fact 81 ‘of 
the samples, or 22. per cent, tested 
too high in calcium content for best 
growth of most crops, Some of these 
81 were high enough so that some 
trouble might be expected from de- 
ficiencyof other plant food elements.: 
Potato growers should be very care- 
ful about adding lime. The moral of 
this is—TEST YOUR SOIL BEFORE 
YOU: ADD LIME. 

The follawing recommendations 
for fertilizers will satisfy most farms 
in. the County. For:oats planted alone 
use about 300lbs of 2-12-6, For oats 
seeded with alfalfa use 400 Ibs of 3- 
12-12. For, corn use manure and 100 
lbs--of. 2-12-6. For potatoes. without 
irrigation use 500 Ibs of 3-12-12 and 


“1 with irrigation use 800-1000 lbs of 3- 


12-12. For, gardens use about. 26 lbs 
per 1000°sq. ft... However .you -will 
have to use what ever fertilizer: youl 
are able to obtain.
